R ESISTAN CE TO MOSCOW 
WHATEVER value the iron curtain may 
have is to put a screen between the intern­ 
al troubles of the Russian empire and tile 
remainder of the world. At the moment it 
doesn’t seem to be working very efficiently. 
The mounting troubles within the spread­ 
ing confines of aggressive Russia are too 
violent to be hidden. 
Russia is purging tens of thousands in 
Czechoslovakia, including a former official 
who cam e to power under Stalin when free­ 
dom fell. All along the line through Middle 
Europe the underground is at work. 
Spurred by the example of Tito in Yugo­ 
slavia, people in Poland, Hungary, Roman­ 
ia, Bulgaria, Austria and Albania are m ak­ 
ing bold to depart from the Moscow line. 
Farth er West in Italy and France, where 
R ussia has no direct controls, the commu­ 
nists are splitting along the line of wheth­ 
er Moscow is to boss them fully or not. 
In this there is a hope and a danger. The 
hope is that the Russian empire is already 
too un wieldly to function 
and 
will 
fall 
apart. The danger is that the dictators in 
the Kremlin wall decide the solution is more 
sweeping controls in the form of military 
invasion and attempted conquest of all of 
Europe. 
In any event, the Moscow way is doom­ 
ed. The Russian system of despotism is 
hated in the world, and the more Russia 
expands by infiltration 
or violence, 
the 
higher its troubles wall mount. There is 
nothing further to be gained by Russia in 
any direction, and only grief for the whole 
world if Russia tried to expand its impos­ 
sible system further. 


WAR NEWS IS B E T T E R 
T H E prospect of war is less apparent at 
the moment. Things are going better in 
Korea, although American casualties have 
mounted to more than 52,000, including 
more than 17,000 killed and missing. 
Chinese communists have been badly 
mauled by increased U. S. firepower. Ap­ 
parently Moscow' wants Washington to be­ 
lieve the Kremlin would not be completely 
averse to engaging in palaver sometime in 
the future. 
Preparedness efforts in the United States 
are making some progress. 
As a 
result 
there is more confidence and less defeat­ 
ism in London, Paris and other capitals of 
the free world. 
After many false starts in the direction 
of peace, and heavy casualties in Korea, 
the United States now appears to be emerg­ 
ing from a pall of pessimism. Why should 
this country fear Russia? No valid reason 
springs to mind. 
To prevent spread of war, this nation 
must be prepared 
for whatever comes. 
Current good news should not slow rearm ­ 
ament progress. 


In all the excitement about Europe, with 
such 
voluminous 
and expert testimony 
about how many divisions we must send to 
defend the Rhine and other touristic rivers, 
little or nothing is being said about Central 
or South America. 
It would seem that this is the missing 
link in our policy. These two American con­ 
tinents are joined together in an association 
of mutual self-interest which makes for a 
natural alliance. Besides, we are, with in- 
creasing rapidity, recognizing that with the 
probable exception of diamonds, the Amer­ 
ican continents can provide all essential 
minerals and metals necessary for our pro­ 
duction and defense. In fact, with sensible 
, capital investments, the American conti­ 
nents could supply all the raw materials 
essential to our well-being. 
Yet, so strong is the European tradition 
among us that we plunge into constantly 
more expensive adventures on the conti­ 
nent of Europe, while we ignore altogether 
the great riches on the American conti­ 
nents. 
Governor Dewey’s metallurgical knowl­ 
edge failed him when he testified before 
Senator Connallv’s committee, for the gov­ 
ernor seems to have forgotten the re­ 
sources and reserves of Brazil and Chile in 
his excitement over how' many divisions 
General Eisenhower requires, something 
about which Eisenhower has been discreet­ 
ly silent. 
Herbert Hoover, who has always been a 
mining engineer and a metallurgist, who 
w'rote a classical textbook on the subject 
and translated another from the Latin, con­ 
tested Dewey’s worries in the following lan­ 
guage: 
“ I presume Governor Dew'ey’s state­ 
ment was made in reply to one of mine, 
and Governor Dewey limited his statement j 
to continental United States. I said that it 
is possible, by proper economic policy, to I 
develop all of the necessary and critical I 
raw materials in the Western Hemisphere. 
I include the w'hole hemisphere, and not 
the United States alone. 
“ Now. supplies of many of these critical j 
commodities are a matter of price. For in-1 
stance, if there was a sufficient price, and j 
I do not think that it is a very much larger 
price, probably five cents a pound in the j 
present buying power of money, this coun­ 
try could produce all of the zinc and all the I 
lead, and the Western Hemisphere could 
produce all of the copper that it w'ould re­ 
quire. As to uranium supplies thev would 
be more costly, if w'e had to get them out I 
of the Western Hemisphere. There is also 
cobalt and chromium and there are alum -1 
inurn ores. They are all possible at a suf- * 
ficient price. So that the argument does 
not run in full. It only runs to the expendi- j 
tures.” 
So. I looked up a few' facts: 
Antimony ore is available in Chile. Bo­ 
livia, Peru, Honduras, the United States 
and Mexico. 
Bauxite, from W’hich aluminum is made, 
is available in British Guiana, Curacao, Ja- j 
maica, Surinam and the United States.

Bed Rest Good Treatment 
For the Common Co'd 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


WE all know that colds are very 
common in the United States. 
Statisticians who deal in such 
figures estimate that there are 
about 250,000,000 colds in this 
country every year, which means 
that most people have at least 
two. 
Fall and spring are the open 
seasons for colds, but they may 
occur at any time of the year 
though, strangely enough, they 
become least common during ex­ 
tremely cold weather. 
Many things have been sug­ 
gested as contributing to the de­ 
velopment of colds, such as chill­ 
ing; drafts; poor nutrition and 
Improper diet, particularly a de­ 
ficiency of vitamins A. B, and C; 
lowered body resistance as the 
result of some previous illness; 
Infections in the tonsils and si­ 
nuses, and irritation of the lin­ 
ing membranes of the nose and 
throat from chemical substances. 
Caused by Virus 
It seems entirely likely that 
colds are caused by a virus. 
Hence, in preventing colds, the 
most important thing Is the 
avoidance of exposure to infec­ 
tion. This means that all persons 
should avoid contact with those 
who are IU and should stay out of 
large crowds when colds are 
prevalent. 
While a vitamin deficiency may 
make a person more susceptible 
*> colds, an excess of vitamins 


I above the normal requirements 
will not proiect one against colds. 
Proper Rest 
In treating colds, proper rest 
in ted is the most important 
men.sure. Exposure to drafts and 
chilling should be avoided. Smok­ 
ing while one has a cold would 
s 
rn to be inadvisable. The use 
of lax ive drugs is of no help. 
Nose drops and sprays, it is 
thou lit in certain cases, may do 
more harm than good. 
For many years a combination 
of s"ch drugs as papaverine and 
co cine have seemed to bring In­ 
creased comfort. Salicylates, such 
as a: drin, are used almost uni­ 
versally to lessen the misery re­ 
sulting from a cold but, of course, 
th- y do not cure the infection. It 
ald seem, also, that the so­ 
called antihistamine drugs help 
to I sen discomfort, particularly 
that due to nasal discharge. 
While th** antibiotic drugs, such 
as penicillin, do not shorten the 
tours** of a cold, th*\v are often 
used in order to prevent compli­ 
cations, such as infections of the 
sinuses, tonsils, throat, or lungs.

Takes Stock Of 
Its Alumni 


DELAWARE, March 12—Ohio 
Wesleyan university took stock 
of its alumni today and found it 
has produced one vice-president 
of the United States, 12 U.S. sen­ 
ators, nine governors, 
15 for­ 
eign ambassadors and 256 grad­ 
uates in government service. 
The 
university, 
which 
was 
founded by the Methodist church 
in 1842, also came up with sta­ 
tistics of its contributions to 
fields outside of government. 
In education, Ohio Wesleyan 
claim s it has produced 105 col­ 
lege presidents, 400 university 
deans and professors, 200 high 
s c h o o l principals 
and 2,369 
teachers 
in 
grade

schools. 
In the ministry, the univer­ 
sity has supplied 18 Methodist 
bishops, 1,201 ministers, 311 for­ 
eign missionaries and 254 social 
workers.

CHICAGO, March 12—Paying 
income taxes never was fun but 
collecting them—which once had 
its rewards—now is a dull job 
too because the taxpayer appar­ 
ently was turned sullen.

C L E V E L A N D , March 12—The 
Federal Reserve Bank of Cleve­ 
land reported today that dollar 
volume of construction national­ 
ly 
increas. d 
five-fold 
in

years while the mortgage debt 
doubled in the same time. 
In an article in the March is­ 
sue of its Monthly Business Re­ 
view'. the bank stated that resi­ 
dential construction rose to the 
highest levels on record during 
the second half of 1950—“ levels 
higher than the industry could 
sustain with existing resources.” 
The review pointed out that 
mortgage debt secured by one- 
to-four family homes increased 
more in the last three years 
alone than in the whole decade 
of the real estate boom of the 
1920s. 
The 1,396,000 residential units 
sta ted last year were almost 50 
percent more than the 937.000 
started in 1925. the peak year of 
the booming twenties, the review 
added.

“ Of the inflationary develop­ 
ments which followed World W ar 
II, and which have now reached 
noticeable intensity, some of the 
most spectacular have occurred 
in the area of real estate and 
real estate credit.”
